AGREEMENT EXPECTED TO 
INCREASE FARM EXPORTS 


AUBURN, Ala. Agricultural 
exports from the United States to 
Canada will increase in 
quence of the recent Canadian 
trade agreement, predicts the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture “In addition the do- 
mestic market for farm products 
should expand on account of in- 
creased domestic 
the department 

After pointing out that exports 
to Canada declined from $50,000,- 
000 to $15,000,000 during the past | 
five years, Secretary Wallace ex- 
presses the opinion that the new 
agreement will benefit ‘the whole 
of agriculture.” 

"The United States has always 
had a greater volume of trade with 
Canada than with any other coun- 
try except the United Kingdom,” 
Mr. Wallace pointed out. “This 
extremely profitable mutual rela- 
tionship, amounting on the aver- 
age to over a billion dollars a 
vear, was rudely broken by our 
Tariff Act of 1930 and by the re- 
taliatory Canadian tariff shortly 
thereafter. It is my opinion that 
the new trade agreement with 
Canada is beneficial to all people 
of the United Statés, and especial- 
ly to farmers. 

“There are a few farm groups 
which will fear they are being 
hurt by the new agreement, but 
actually in those cases the tariff 
reductions are moderate and in ad- 
dition there are quota restrictions 
of such a nature that imports from

payrolls,” say 


Canada cannot affect the American] 


price structure by more than one 
per cent. This small effect, in my 
judgment, will as a rule be more 
than offset by the increased pay- 
rolls of industries established along 
the northern border and in the 
Northeastern States. These in- 
creased payrolls will stimulate the 
demand in the United States for 
most of the farm products in 
which there has been a slight re- 
duction in duty. I am thoroughly 
convinced that the Canadian treaty

GIST GIVES COTTON 
PRICE INFORMA'TION 


MONTGOMERY, Ala,—- Records 
for the past ten years show that 
cotton prices average as high or 
higher during the harvest season 
as any other season of the year, 
reports F. W. Gist, state and fed- 
eral agricultural statistician. 

“The average price from August 
to December, inclusive, during the 
past 10 years was 13.25 cents per 
pound while the average price from 
January to July, inclusive, was 
12:57 cents per pound,” he says. 

“It will be seen, therefore, that 
the farmer who sold his cotton 
during the harvest season from 
August to November, inclusive, 
would have received the highest 
price obtainable during the 106 
years, an average of about $3.40 
per bale over the average price 
from January to July,” Gist com- 
ments,

If there 
was an overproduction, the big 
cotton raisers were responsible and 
they were the ones to reduce, But 
if they aim to continue with acre- 
age and lint bases they should 
give a greater acreage where the 
lintage is poor and less acreage 
where it is good, I believe this to 
be more fair to all than what we 
have had. The small cotton rais- 
ers acreage being reduced, his 
living expenses increased and his 
taxes the same, places him in a 
predicament
